.America's rearmament program has 
greatly reduced relief and assistance 
rolls of Illinois, according to a survey 
sloi-y covering a 31 -month period 
which appears in the January issue of 
the Illinois Agricultural Association 
Record 

Xundier of Illinois persons receiving 
public as>islance in September, ]'J41, 
wa.s less than half as great as iu Teh., 
IWJ, when relief and assistance rolls 
were at the highest point reached du- 
ing recent years. In rebrnary, VJi'J, 
more than one-sixth' of the people in 
Illinois were receiving some form of 
public a^si>tance, 

The greatest cliange has occurred in 
WI'A rolls, which have been cut by 
nearly three-fourths; general relief 
lia> dropped more thai; half; the num- 
ber of persons receiving inuilicrs' or 
blind pensions has remained fairly con- 
stant; and old age assistance recipi- 
anis have increased about one-sixth in 
nunilier. 

The reduction in assistance rolls has 
been greatest mainly in the northern 
part of the state and least in the south- 
ern counties. There are, however, ex- 
ceptions to this general statement. 

WiUhmsfUi county topped the re- 
lief rolls in IWU with 51.9 per ceivt of 
the population receiving aid from the 
govcrmnein't in some form or another.

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SELLING FARM GRAIN 

THROUGH DAIRY COWS 

• 

"Whenever butterfat Is vitrlh 20c or 
more a pound, It pays to balance homo 
raised grains and sell lliem Uirougli 
the cow," says E. B. Pratt, dairy author- 
ity with Purina Mills. 

"Field obscn-atlon shows that the 
everaec dalrj'man figures he must feed 
about one pound of his own ground 
grains (corn, oats, etc.) for every two 
pounds of milk.

Mental Ills 

A survey of. the causes of draft 
rejections at the Chicago army in- 
duction station since last November 
indicates lliat mental defects in- 
cluding personality and education- 
al deficiencies, are the main rea- 
sons.
